HAinnsTUTRG, Feb. 10.—In the senate yes- 
terday a bill prohibiting the manufacture 
and saJe of hoops and crinoline was re- 
ferred to the committee on relrenchment 
and reform. Other bills introduced: To 
authorize cities to take property for park 
purposes not exceeding in value S25,000 in 
one year; to extend the mechanics' bxdld- 
ing lien law to the laying of pavements 
and sotting the curbstones in front of such 
buildings. The bill abolishing the Phila- 
delphia building conunission passed finally 
by a vote of JJO to 3. In the house bills 
were reported favorably: Appropriating 
$163,000 for the re-equipment of the Na- 
tional Guard; the Boyer bill reKulating 
fraternal beneficial societies, requiring in- 
struction and practice of physical culturc 
in public schools; euipowering boards of 
education to sell school property; for the 
regulation and improvement of the civil 
service. The bill to protect associations 
and workingmen and persons in their 
labels, trade marks and forms of adver- 
tising was reported with a neRative rec- 
ommendation. 
Bills introduced: Provid- 
ing for a more equitable distribution of 
the school fund; to encourage the breeding 
end improvement of trottinji and pacing 
horses, and to prevent fraudulent entries; 
authorizing chattel mortgage on certain 
forms of iron and steel. 


Hauiusbukg, Feb. 17.—In the senate yes- 
terday Mr. Mai-kloy's bill to make Satur- 
day a legal half holiday during tiie eutire 
year was favorably reported; also a bill to 
incorporate smoked meat iirnis.

HOUSEHOLD A F F A I R S , 


rOTATO 
B I I E A D . 


There aro muuy persons who «ro vary 
f(md of bread inado with potatoes, but 
very few people seem to have the knack 
of making it. 


It is very simple, once one gets the 
jmug of it, so to speak, and the result 
is a loaf which will keep fresh much 
lontrer than any ordinary bread. 


For four re.cruUir sized loaves of bread 
take about eitrht or tea large potatoes, 
peel them very carefully so as to leave 
spots or eyes, put them in water sufficient 
to cover them, with a little salt aud boil 
them until they begin to break up. Then 
with a potato-masher crush them, water 
and all, as fine as possible. 
They should 
then be passed 
thiough a sieve and 
added to a sponcc which has meanwhile 
been rising. 
Jlix this potato pulp and 
the bread dough thoroughly, set aside 
to rise for a short time, thtja mold aud 
put iu pans. 


The 
flavor, 
fineness 
of graiu 
aud 
general quality of bread are greatly im* 
proved by this addition, aud while it in. 
volves quite a little additional work, it 
is work that pays very well. 
The bread 
will remaiu fresh much longer and not a 
crumb need be wasted. 


It must bo borne id mind, however, 
that it is much more likely to mold, if

The climate of 
the lower regions is semi-trDpical; that 
of the mountain slopes temperate, with 
somewhat abrupt changes of the seasons 
everywhere. 
The land is 
exceedingly 
rich, and the products, 
like those

California, include the fruits and cereals 
of nearly every country on the 
globe, 
those in close proximity to the equator 
excepted. 


The countrv is unique amons? 
the 
countries of Europe, and its people are 
primitive and peculiar. 
No 
part of 
Europe, probably, is so little known to 
the average traveler. 
Since the com- 
pletion of the lines ot railroad that con- 
nect Austria with Constantinople tour- 
ists stop a few days and try to see a little 
of Servia and Bulgaria, but Roumaaia 
lies oil the route, considerably farther to 
the northeast, and a special trip is re- 
quired to visit even Bucharest, the cap- 
ital. 
According to statistics publislied 
some years ago Buchareit, the caoital of 
Roumania, had a population of 225,000, 
Jassy, 
90,000, 
Gaiatz, 
80,000, 
and 
Giurgevo about 20,000. Tiie population 
of all these places has greatly increased 
since, and the old quarters have been, 
in many cases, cut up into broad streets 
and filled with parks, public gardens and 
all the modern improvements. 
Still the 
old life is seen everywhere, even in the 


the hospitals of Bucharest in 
1876 
greatly endeared her to the Roumanian 
people, and since that time she has been 
assiduous in works of chanty. 
Her sym- 
pathies, so far as she has any political 
bias, are with the French and Russians, 
rather than with the Germans, who are 
of late years more favored by the Kins;. 
She has from the first identified herself 
with her subjects, for whom she seems 
to have a sincere affection. 


She herself has described Bucharest as 
it was then and as it has since become. 
She found it a city unpaved, the narrow 
streets lighted with lamps or candles; 
one-story houses, in damp weather in a 
sea of mud; the royal palace a co-nmon 
house in a marsh, whose walls, always 
damp, gave her fevers which she never 
got rid of, and which are probably the 
secret of her present ill-health. 
But the 
old city was interesting when she came 
to see it. There were picturesque streets, 
where the doors were adorned with stuffs 
of many colors, with wrought iron and 
with green and brown pottery. 
Some 
quarters were filled with huts painted in 
queer, colors, hidden under 
willows 
whose branches are lopped every year, 
under acaoias which sweetened the 
or 
whole city in spring. 
Baker shops, shoe 
shops, forges and other places where 
goods were sold o/ any industry carried 
on were alike open to the street. 
Along 
the river Dimboritza the houses, with 
their balconies and their slender columns 
and surmounted by three-leaved 
cap- 
itals, gave the locality a Moorish 
look. 
Now the river is spanned by numerous 
bridges, kept within its banks by stone 
work, and along the quays, where chil- 
dren were bathing, are markets, schools, 
hospitals, military barraclis and pretty 
new churches in the ilorid style of the 
orient. 
In the muddy stream 
were 
wallowing herds ot animals, with thick 
horns curving back upon the neck which 
suggested the rhinocerous. 
These beasts 
whose black bacics were shining m the 
sun were buffaloes, a slow, heavy ante- 
diluvian 
animal cnaracteristic of the 
country, which supplies the place of the 
bovine race of countries farther to the 
west. 
All that is uecssiary to its ex- 
istence is a few corastiilks and a bed of 
mud, and it yields m return for these 
attentions a considerable quantity of rich 
milk, which furnisues excellent cream 
and a tasteless butter, and permits itself 
to be attached to numberless carts and 
to draw with inconceivable slownejs oyer 
the dusty or muddy plains loads which 
would be impossible to any animal less 
patient and less enduring. 
Four or six 
of them attached to a plow, whose share 
is made of the brancn of a tree, succeed 'j 
in making an impression on the fertile 
earth that is feeble and yet sullisient to 
secure the production of fine crops. 


The street scenes at Bucharest are of 


the main thoroughfare«» are only one of 
the few imitations of Paris life. 
Forty 
years ago everyone in society spoko 
Greek. Now nothing is heard but French. 
The last books and the newest Pans fash- 
ions are known almost as soon as they 
appear. 
One knows in the morning what 
is to be played in the evening in a Paris 
theatre. Mothers economize t^ send their 
daughters to the French capital, and go 
with them when it is possible that there 
may be no indiscretion. 
A few years 
ago the habits of the nobles weie like 
those of Western Europe during the mid- 
dle ages. 
Tables were set for 100 per- 
sons and as many more poor were fed 
with what was left. 
Old ladies still tell 
how the lord of the mansion received when 
he got up in the morning, seated on a 
divan. 
Wnile his hair and beard were 
dressed, an operation that lasted an hour, 
his sons and his court waited 
standing 
about him, not daring to speak to him 
until they had been first addressed. 
A 
son in those days would never have dared 
smoke in the presence of his sire. 
Now 
Roumania is more democratic than the 
United States. 
The great fortunes have 
disappeared 
and the representatives of 
the ancient families in the great cities or 
near them seek the means ot earning their 


daily bread. 


Old superstitions still maintain theit 
vitality among the unlettered, especially 
in the country. 
Until some epfidemic a 
few years asjo, caused by the 
^epbitic 
air from the marshes that surround Bu- 
charsst, the dead were borne to the grave 
exposed to view in a car covered with 
gilded angels and garlands and ribbons, 
the body clad m a bi^ll dress, the huir 
dressed by a coiffeur and 
adorned with 
flowers, while the face was often painted 
to give it a lifelike appearance. 
The 
hearse was followed by a bana playing a 
funeral march, and attended by women 
tearing out their hair by handtuls. Since 
that time open coffins are not allowed in 
the streets, but all are peraiitted to see 
the corpse and kiss its hands at the 
church. 
In the villages the dead are 
buried according to ancient rites. 
A 
coin, as a tribute to Charon, is placed in 
the mouth of the corpse, wheat is laid 
beside it in the cofiin, and

FEEDING SALT TO IICnSES, SHEEP, ETC. 


It will not make much diilerence 
whether horses are given salt once or 
twice a week, or have it placed in the 
form of large lumps where they can lick 
it whenever they wnnt it, but in no 
case should a large quantity be mixed 
with their food. 
If rock salt is used it 
should be placed in a manger or box, 
separate from tho one used for grain and 
other food; then there will be no danger 
of the animal eating more thaa he needs 
at one time. 
Sheep require salt as well 
as hojses, and if deprived of it they are 
very likely to be infested with various 
kinds of internal parasites, such as the 
liver fluke, tapeworm, hairworms in the 
intestines, etc. 
Common salt is nature's 
vermifuge and destructive to intestinal 
worms, and for this reason, if for no 
other, 
domesticated 
animals 
should 
always be provided with all their appe- 
tites may crave. Sheep in regions where 
they are deprived of salt arc very likely 
to be infested with tapeworms, and their 
llesh is unflt for human iood on this ac- 
count. 
The green scum seen on the sur- 
face of the water of stagnant pools or 
ponds is composed of minute aquatic 
plants, and when these die and decay 
they emit the strong odor to which you 
refer. 
The best way to sweeten such 
pools—if thoy cannot be drained—is to 
utilize them for geese or duck ponds. 
Watvr fcwl will agitato and force air 
into the water and soon purify it. 
Sow 
wild or cultivated rice about the border 
of your pond and let water fowl gather 
the crop.—New York Sun.

FAItM DRAINAGE. 


Where water after rains stands for a 
long time in the furrows and slight de- 
pressions in the ground, and on lands 
where the shoes of tho farmer, cxcept 
in periods of drought, are habitually 
cloysed with sticky mud, and the hoofs 
of animals as thoy sink into the yielding 
soil make cavities that maintain thoir 
shape for days, oftentimes holding water, 
the necessity for drainage of some kind 
is too clearly indicated to admit of any 
doubt. 
For changing such unfavorable 
conditions, wherever the lay of the land 
will permit, open surface drainage is 
often resorted to at first. 


While such drains arc useful in some 
cases in the matter of a permanent im- 
provement of the Boil they amount to 
but little and ore liable to bo tho cause 
of impoverishment in the soil itself by 
carrying off fertilizing matter into the 
gullies and streams. 
Where the surplus 
rain that falls upon the ground can be 
led oil from the turfaco in tho same 
clear state in which it descended from 
tho clouds, the soil receives no injury 
from its escape, but it is only under 
occijslonal peculiar conditions that this 
will occur. 


This is so well understood by most 
cultivators that other methods 
have 
como into u&e. 
One, formerly 
more 
common that at present, was to throw 
the wet land into high and wide rid^^es 
in the iall and leave it in that condition 
until spring. 
When cultivation is about 
to begin these ridges are iurther widened 
and flattened out, affording a series of 
rather wide spaces, much better 
fitted 
for cultivation, but with very undesirable 
ditches between them, olten 
holding 
stagnant water throughout the entire 
season. 
AVhilo such a practice will not 
draw fertility away from tho soil, it con- 
signs a considerable portion of it to non- 
usage and is oiherwiiie objectionable in 
many respects. 


The only real and practical method of 
improving wet farm lands by which their 
condition is permanently changed for 
the tetter is by the uae of underground 
drains for which tile la the most common 


and best material. 
Where these are 
placed at proper depths, say'from three 
to four feet, and at suitable distancci 
apart, varying greatly according to the 
compactncfR of tho soil to be drained, 
aud with a slight fall towards their out. 
lets, whatever elements of fertility the 
surfacc water may 
contain will 
be 
strained out within reach of tho roots of 
plants in its descent towards tho drains. 
Furthermore, 
the upper 
lino of 
the 
grouud water sinks below tho level ol 
the drains, and tho benefit ol this form 
of drainage is realized by the soil above 
them becoming favorably changed iu 
its general ciaracter and earlier and 
better 
fitted 
for 
crops.—Now 
York 
World. 


IMPnOVED METHOD OF KILLING HOGS. 


Ihere is no necessity to have a crowd 
of men about, to kill and dress a few 
hogs. 
Thcro is no reason why a farmer 
with his dozen pi^s may not make use of 
the same mechanical appliances that arc 
used by the great slaughterers. Of course 
it is not suggested that ho should have 
any costly apparatus, but there arc soma 
readily made devices by which one man 
may do as much as three or four, and, 
with one helper, the dozen pigs may bo 
made into finished pork between break- 
fast and dinner, and without any excite- 
ment or worry or hard work. 


It is supposed that the pigs are in^ ft 
pen or pens, where they may be easily 
roped by a noose around one hind leg. 
This being done the animal is led to tho 
door and guided into a box, having a 
slide door to shut it in. 
The bottom ol 
the box is a hinged lid. 
As soon is the 
pig is safely m tho box and shut iu by 
sliding down tho back door, and fasten- 
ing it°by a hook, the box is turned over, 
bringing tho pig on his back. 
The bot- 
toni'of^hc box is opened immediately, 
and one seixes a hind loot, to hold the 
animal, while the other sticks the pig in 
the usual manner. 
The box is turned 
and lifted oil Irom the pig, which, still 
held by the rope, is guided to tho dress- 
ing bench. 
All this is done while the 
previous pig is being scalded and dressed, 
or at such a part o"f tho work that as 
soon as one pig is hung and cleaned, tho 
next one is ready for the scalding. 


The scalding vat is a wooden box witb 
a sheet iron bottom, so that a small fire 
may be kept under it to maintain the 
proper heat of tho water. 
This is 180 
degrees Fah. or eighty-two degrees C. 
Or the vat may bo replenished with hot 
water from an adjacent boiler. 
This vat 
is placed closo against the dressing table, 
so the carcass may bo rolled on to a bar- 
rel table that is immersed in tho hot 
water the full depth. 
This barrel table 
may be made in various ways. 
It may 
consist of slat'i, fastened at cach end, 
and tho middle to chains, by strong sta- 
ple?, so that it is pliable, and the hog 
may be embraced by it and easily turned 
out of the water by two short rope ban- 
dies, or one attached to a pulley block 
on a bar over it. 


As tho carcass is dressed it is lifted by 
a hook at the end of a swivel levei 
mounted on a post and swung around to 
the hanging bar, plocod 
convenietly. 
This bar has sliding hooks, made to re- 
ceive the fiambrel sticks which have a 
hook permameutly attached to each so 
that tho carcass is quickly removed from 
the swivel lever to tho slide hook on the 
bar. 
The upper edge of tho bar is 
rounded and smoothed and greased to 
help the hooks to slide on it. This serve- 
to hang all the pigs on tho bar until thoy 
are cooled. If four persons are employed, 
this work may go on very quickly, as 
they may divide tho work between them, 
and one" pig be scalding and cleaning 
while anotner is being dressed. 
The en- 
trals should be dropped into a wheel- 
barrow, as they are 
taken from thf 
animal. 


Where ten or twelve pigs are dressed 
every year it will pay to have a suitable 
building arranged for it. 
An excellent 
place may bo made in tho driveway be- 
tween a double coincrib, or in a wagon 
shed or an annex to tho barn where the 
feeding pen is placed. 
Tue building 
should have a stationary boiler in it, and 
such apparatus as has been suggested, 
and a windlass used to do the lilting.-^ 
American Agriculturalist.
